The  Death  Rate  is  9.2  per  1000  population,  compared 
with  a rate  of  10.8  for  the  year  1937,  and  with  a rate  of  11.6 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  34.4  per  1000  births, 
and  is  7.5  less  than  the  rate  for  the  previous  year.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  53  per  1000  births.
